and to the Raman Power. He marchd towards Mona (i: e. Angleſey) de- 


ſigning to reduce it, which little Iſland had ſuecour d and ſupply d the Bri- 
tons, who had, before that Time, taken up Arms in Defence of their Coun- 
try. This Revolt happen d, when Paulimus's Back was turn d upon the Pro- 
vince of Britain, in his March to Mona, and was carried on under the Con- 
duct of the famous Boadicia; but the Succeſs of one proſperous Battle, gain'd 
by the Romans, reduc d the poor Britons to their former Obedience. (a) Quam 
anus prelij fortuna vrteri patientiæ reſtituit. 

Aſter this remarkable Overthrow Petronius T. urpilidnus,. a Man of a 
gentler and milder Diſpoſition than his Predeceſſor, was ſent over, who, 
when the Affairs in Brifam were ſettled, deliverd up the Roman Province 
there, to his Succeſſor Trebe/{ius Maximus, in whoſe Time the Roman Army 
in Britain mutinicd, and though he quell'd the Diſturbance; in a manner, with- 
out Blood, yet by reaſon of his Puſillanimity, he himſelf was kept in more 


fear of the Soldiers, than they were of their General. 


Vitus Bolanus, ſucceeded Trebellius in the Command, but as he was a 
Man rather of leſs Authority than his Predeceſſor, his eaſy indolent Temper; 
was the Occaſion why the 41057 Diſcipline amon Ss Romans in Britain, 
was almoſt loft, till ae (who by this Time declared Emperor, 
Anno Chriſti 69 ) took Pains to ic? theGlory of the min Arms in that 
Fart of the World. Tacitut has this fine Expreſſion concerning him, (5) Do- 
mile 10 capti reges, &. monſtratus fatis Veſpaſianus.

_ Franſmarine Nations; Not, fays he, that they were 4 People ſettled out of 
Britain, but they way be called Tranſmarine b being, as it were, ſeparated 
from the conquerd Frovmce to the Southward, by the two Firths, of Clyde 
and Forth. Tatitas, in like manner, fpeaking of the ſame Ground and the 
' fame People, ſays, Summotis bolut in alium Inſilam Hoſtibus. Which imports,

For 
ir plainly appears from Ammunut, that Theodofius poſſeſſed himſelf of 
that Country which he took from the Inhabitants thereof; and this Bede 
and Ads both explain and prove, by acknowledging that the Scots were the 
Native Inhabitants there, as far as the Wall, namely, Hadrians Wall. Now 
that the Extent of Yalentis was from that Wall to the Firth of Edinlugb, 
Pancirolus puts beyond Doubt, nor does Biſhop Lid himſelf deny it. 
My next Query is, Since Biſhop Zhyd fays, that Archbiſhop Uſher ſays, 
That no Author mentions the Schis before the Year 503, and does not mean the 
Triſh, how can they judge that all Authors agree in that Senſe of calling the Scots 
ib? 1 may reaſonably retort the Argument upon them, and ask, What 
other Author beſides themſelves ever call'd the Scots Iriſp? For my Part, I know 
of no authentick Hiſtorian thar ever did, ſo that the Honour of the Invention 
Muhen, whertas Galas and Bede, call the Pitts as well as the Scots Tranſ- 
matine Nations 1 wonld know if our Adverfarics will have the Picts to be 
alſo Tri ſomen?

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From which Words of Gildas and Bede, we may plainly obſerve, that 
the fore-mention'd Scots and Pitts were now returning, for the laſt Time, 
from their SIONS on the conquered Province. It may-therefore be 
Worth rematking, how theſe Authors, of a ſudden, change the Words Scat 
and Picti, into Graſſatores Hiberni, which makes it difficult to determine on 
which of the two invading Nations he beſtows the Character of Iris Rob- 
bers; or, whether, by putting the Word Graſ/atores in the Plural Number, 
he includes both. But in abſolute Contradiftion to Galas and Bede, our 
Adyverſaries have introduc'd a Third Nation, vis. the Native 1r:/s, as if they 
had been the Plunderers of the Province; whereas Bed? is ſo far from meaning 
Native Iriſh, that he ſays, the Plunderers were a People not ſeated out of 
the Iſland ; Non quod extra Btitanniam ſumt /iti... Beſides, as it is not de- 
| Nied that the Scors had their Origine from Ireland, and allowing the Copies 
of Gildas and Bede to be juſt in that Expreſſion of Hiberni, is it not as 
natural for them to call thoſe Nations Hiberni, as it would be for us, in our 
Days, to call a Batavian a Dutchman, or a Virginian an Eugliſumam ? it being, 
according to Biſhop Lloyd's own Confeſſion, no Novelty to Name a Colony 
from the People whence they ſprung; and that the Scots were more nume-» 
rous than the Ps, appears afterwards by their ying the 3 Mo- 
narchy. Tis therefore no Wonder that theſe Authors thruſt the Pi&#s in 
with the Scots, under the Name of Hiberni, having only in View the Scots 
Origine from Ireland. But if theſe Graſſatores Hiberni were really Robbers, 
for my Share, had I the Honour of being a Native of Ireland, 1 ſhould not - 
be ſo anxious as ſome are to claim Kindred with Robbers. But after all, 1 
think, they need not ſcruple to return our Graſſatores to their Native Soil of 
Scotland, where, Jure Belli, we ſhall allow them a gentler Name than Rob- 
bers, and aſſert, that it is no more Diſhonour for our Predeceſſors to be called 
Graſſatores, by the angry Gildas, than it would be for a Privateer, in

But, above all, I ſhould be * to be inform d what could induce the 
Triſh to leave their Habitations, Wives, Children, Occupations, &c. and come 
over ſo often to Britain to fight Battles with the Romans ? Was it Glory, 
Gain, or Neighbourhood. I think none of theſe would be Induce- 
ments ient; for Glory can never lodge in a Robber's Breaſt ; * they | 
prefer Ravaging to honeſt Gain, nor is good Neighbourhood the Principle of a 
Robber, by any means: What then was their Motive? Why [ſay they] their 
Trade, namely, Plunder. But if ſo, whom could they plunder? The Pics, 
they would not, being in Alliance with them.

"But, after all, how Men of Learning and Judgment ſhould ever be ſo biaſs d, 
by Prejudice or Partiality, as to aſſert ſuch monſtrous Abſurdities, is my Aſto- 
nifhment. A fine Story indeed! that the Honour and Antiquity of the Scotiſo 
Nation, and their noble Atchievements with the Romans, muſt, forſooth, 
be convey'd over to Treland in the Hyde of a Bull!

Valley in Curroughs. What theſe Curroughs were, is already ſhewn ; but 
where this Scyshian Valley was, I fancy, would have puzzled them to make 
out, unleſs the Cauſe they had undertaken. had obliged them to place it in 
St. George's Channel but it ſeems very clear, that it could be no other than

But to be ſerious, in my Journey Northward, from this Place, I found a 
Stceple at Brechin, diffcring little in Shape from that at Abernethy, only it 
Was larger, and cover d at the Top; for its Height, from the Baſe to the Cor- 
nice is 85: Foot, and from thence to the Vane 15, in all, a Hundred.

Buchanan tells us, he was inform d, by Perſons of good. Credit, That 
they were built like the Temple of Terminus, only larger, and more ſpacious. 

I told the Reader, in my third Chapter, that 1 made a Journey to Glenelg in 
Inverneſs-ſhire, on purpoſe to view them, which County, in Buchanen's 
Time, was a Part of Roſs- ſhire. Having arrived at the Barracks of Gleneg. 
I was condudted to the Remains of thoſe ſtupendous Fabricks, ſeated about 
two Miles from thence, in a low Valley, call'd Glenbeg, in which four of 
them anciently ſtood ; two of theſe are now almoſt quite demoliſh'd, the 

1 Third is half fallen down, the Fourth is almoſt intire. The firſt I met with 
| lies towards the North Side of the Valley, and is called Caftle Chalamine, or 
Malcombs Caſtle: Tt ſtands upon a conſiderable Eminence, and affords us a 

fine Proſpe& of the Iſland of Sky, and a good Part of the Sea Coaſt.” The 

Foundation of this only appears, as alſo of that other at the Eaſt. End of the 

Valley, call'd Caſtle Chonil, for which Reaſon I did not take their Draughts. 

About a Quarter of a Mile further, upon the Bank of a Rivulet, which paſſes 
through the Middle of the Cn, ſtands the third Fabrick, called Caſtie

Eircumference is 178 Foot. The whole Height of the Fabrick is divided 
into four Parts or Stories, ſeperated from each other, by thin Floorings of 
flat Stones, which knit the two Walls together, and run quite round the 
Building: And there have been winding Stairs of the ſame flat Stones aſcend- 
ing betwirt Wall and Wall, up to the Top. The undermoſt Partition is

| Having now deſcrib'd them, 'twill, I believe, appear very plain, that they 
bear little Reſemblance to Buchanar's Templum Termini, or Arthur's Oon: 
Their Roundneſs, and Aperture, only excepted ; nor, indeed, do ] believe 
any Perſon will imagine them to be Roman Workmanſhip, becauſe, "tis very 
improbable they ever were in that Country; or, ſuppoſing they were, yet 
theſe Fabricks have nothing of Roman Elegancy. 

The Queſtion then is, By whom we can imagine them to have been built, 
and for what End! Some have ſuppoſed them to be the old Temples of the 
Druids : But ſo many ſtanding in ſo ſmall a Space, deſtroys that Conjecture: 
beſides, did not Tradition give them the Name of Caſtles, their very Appear- 
ance, at this Day, ſpeaks them to have been Places of Strength. 

I met with a Highlander, who repeated two or three barbarous Triſh 
Rhimes, concerning them, handed down to him by Tradition, from which 
I could 25 no more, than that they were built by a Mother for her four 
Sons

no farther Conſequence, than that thereby, their Names have been tran 
mitted to uus.
